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THE COST OF BUILDING 


[’ is hardly surprising that Lord Portal’s recent speech 

in the House of Lords, reported in our issue of June 11, 
has caused a considerable amount of discussion, inas- 
much as he stated that the cost of housing now is approxi- 
mately 105 per cent. over the pre-war cost. It is true 
that as far as the present state of affairs is concerned 
the matter is of no great moment. In a state of total 
war expense in terms of money for anything which is 
necessary for the war effort matters little. What 
does matter is expense in terms of labour and materials. 
Waste of either of these is obviously of far more importance 
than paper pounds. Moreover, the circumstances of war- 
time building are so abnormal, both in the type of labour 
employed, which is rapidly becoming a mixture of age and 
extreme. youth, and in the difficulties of getting men on 
to the site, or of accommodating them when there, that no 
criterion as to the future. cost can possibly be drawn. 
Constants of labour or other calculations arrived at from 
present work must of necessity be valueless, since the 
premises on which they would be based are not those of 
ordinary conditions, Thus, even though the figure of 
105 per cent., taking the known percentage: of the rise in 
wages and of the cost of materials, appears to be on the high 
side after making the most generous allowance for drop 
in output and cost of either living accommodation or of 
transport, the figure would not cause very much per- 
turbation. The sentence from Lord Portal’s speech which 
gives rise to more serious reflection is that in which he 
states, ‘‘ if you want to reduce the figure of 105 per cent. 
above the pre-war cost of housing to, say, 50 per cent. 
you will have to do it either by working at greater speed 
of by different methods.” This sentence appears to 
envisage the 105 per cent. as the probable post-war figure, 
unless some steps are taken, and this suggestion is decidedly 
alarming. When we consider that it is quite certain that 
we are coming out of this war a very much poorer nation 
than we were, and that all building is a luxury in that 
there must be work to do before factories can be erected 
to do it in or houses to live in, it can be seen that a high 
cost of building must be a drag on production or even 
ruinous to it. Public housing before the war had to be 
subsidised ; with an increase of 100 per cent., the subsidies 
will be very high. We actually require very. much cheaper 
building, not dearer. 


Thus the consequences of such costs are likely to be 
momentous both as regards housing and as regards industry. 
What, moreover, of the claimants under the War Damage 
Act who, having had their property totally destroyed, will 
receive a value payment based on 1939 prices ? With an 
increase of 105 per cent. over such prices, in how many 
cases will the owner of one or possibly of two or more 
houses be able to rebuild them ? Even in the case of com- 
panies owning blocks of flats or housing estates, although 
they may be able to find the capital, will it pay them to 
expend it? The rents would have to be doubled, and 
under those circumstances could the tenants be found ? 
With such an increase in. costs it might easily happen that 
the 1,250,000 men might find that many. of them were 
out of work. Those who speak of a boom in the building 
trade in the post-war period seem to forget that to have a 
boom you must have buyers, and forget also that after the 
last war many people of all classes were prosperous. 


Is, however, this figure of 105 per cent. probable in the 
post-war period ? As we have already said, data obtained 


from abnormal war conditions are valueless, but some 
sort of a guide can be obtained from general considerations 
which hold good under all ordinary conditions. The cost 
of building is composed of the cost of labour, the cost of 
materials (a large part of which consists also of labour), 
overhead.costs and profit. Of all these items labour is by 
far the largest. It is also the most difficult to predict 
and control. Overheads in the ordinary way will always 
be kept at the lowest possible figure in order to increase 
profits; profits can, as we have seen, be controlled. 
Wages can in theory be controlled, but in practice it 
is difficult in a democratic state since the majority of 
the citizens are wage earners: The output of labour 
cannot be controlled. Yet this last, provided that profits 
are controlled, decides the cost of building. To reduce 
the cost of building it is necessary, as Lord Portal said, 
to increase its speed, but with the important proviso that 
the rate of remuneration is not correspondingly increased, 
and it makes no difference whether the increase is in the 
hourly wage rate or in the form of a bonus. If a man 
lays 336 bricks in an eight-hour day and he is paid more to 
lay an extra 200, then speed is increased but so are costs. 
Even though the original bonus rate was calculated so that 
the increase in speed was proportionally more than the 
increase in cost, yet there is as certain to be an agitation 
for the increase of a bonus as much as for an increase in 
an hourly rate. The present war-time bonus system may 
have indeed awkward repercussions if carried on after the 
war. In the case of all building which is expected to bring 
in a financial return it may well be worth while paying an 
increased price for speed. In the case of housing and of 
all public work, which pays no financial dividend, the pay- 
ment of a bonus can only increase cost, and even if it saves 
time, such time may be dearly bought. 

The problem appears to be, therefore, to increase produc- 
tion without increasing wages. It may be argued that in 
some countries, such as the United States, high wages do 
not appear to be incompatible with cheapness of the 
articles produced. This is true, but it is due to the fact 
that cheapening of production is brought about by a 
great increase of machinery, and in the one industry which 
so far no one has been able thoroughly to mechanize, viz., 
building, costs are notlow. If and when houses can be turned 
off the assembly, line like cars then it will be possible to pay 
the relatively small amount of labour employed high wages 
for a moderate day’s work ; the machine will do the produc- 
tion. Under present conditions of technique—and these 
conditions as far as we can see are likely to continue for a 
very long time—cheapness can only be obtained by an 
increased manual production without an increase of re- 
muneration. Is there any serious reason why this should 
not be done ? An increase in output over 1939 of, say, 35 
per cent. would not have a serious effect on any man 
employed and would produce a very considerable effect 
on the cost of building and, therefore, on the health and 
prosperity of all. Building is the maid-of-all-work of 
industry, and has often been treated as such, but unless 
the rest of industry is prosperous, there will be no one 
to pay her wages. Let us by all means exercise our in- 
genuity, but it is optimistic to suppose that any considerable 
technical achievement is in sight which will obviate the 
necessity for hard work. This is-a truth which we shall 
all find in the post-war world, for, unfortunately, heroism 
comes easier than industry. Both, however, are necessary 
in the new world for which we hope.

Planning in Clyde Valley. 

SEVENTEEN local authorities were 
represented at a meeting in Glasgow 
recently, when the Clyde Valley 
Regional Planning Advisory Committee 
was inaugurated. Mr. Thomas John- 
ston, M.P., Secretary of State for 
Scotland, described the Committee’s 
function as the biggest venture in co- 
operative and voluntary effort in 
planning which had been attempted 
anywhere in Britain to-day. 

The question of deciding as to 
whether a consultant should be ap- 
pointed will be dealt with at a meet- 
ing to be held in the last week in June. 


Sir Charles Bressey to Visit Spain. 

At the invitation of the Spanish 
Government the British Council has 
arranged for Sir Charles Bressey, the 
town-planning expert and author of 
the Bressey report on Greater London’s 
traffic problems, to visit Madrid, where 
he will lecture under the auspices of 
the Spanish town-planning authorities.

Ministry of Health Housing Conference. 

Tue Minister of Health (Mr. Ernest 
Brown) on June 10 held a conference 
on housing problems with representa- 
tives of the local authorities’ associa- 
tions .and the London County Council. 
Mr. Brown said that he had invited 
the local government representatives 
to the Ministry to discuss ways in 
which—in the absence of new building 
—the present housing conditions could 
be improved during the next six to 
nine months by the better use of exist- 
ing accommodation and by the further 
repair of houses. The conference also 
reviewed the working of the Rent 
Restriction Acts, particularly the pro- 
visions dealing with furnished lettings. 
A Sub-Committee was appointed to go 
into points of detail and requested to 
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report back to the conference not later 
than the middle of July.

“ Further Education and Training 

Scheme.” 

To tHe Epitor or The Builder. 
Sir,—In the following paragraphs an 
ndeavour has been made to give as 

shortly as may be, in view of the re- 
trictions on space, the gist of the 
sovernment’s ‘“‘ Further Education 
bnd Training Scheme.”’ Those inter- 
sted are advised to obtain copies of 
he leaflet containing fuller details 
om the Ministry of Labour and 
ational Service, and those who wish 
» take advantage of the scheme or 
Hesire guidance should also consult the 
ead of the nearest Recognised School 
9§ Architecture, or, in areas where 
here is no Recognised School, should 
onsult the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. 

His Majesty’s Government have 
pproved plans for providing financial 
sistance to enable suitably qualified men 
nd women on demobilisation to under- 
ake or continue further education or 
raining (i.e., beyond the secondary school 
andard). Those undertaking careers in 
he fine arts or the professions are 
ncluded in the scheme. 

The primary condition of eligibility will 
@ proof of a period of full-time effective 
ervice in work of national importance 
aring the war. In addition, the candi- 
ate will ordinarily be required to show 
hat by reason of his service he has been 
nable to start training; has _ suffered 
pterruption or diversion of a career; is 
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unable to resume or continue a career, or 
requires a refresher course to enable him 
to follow his previous profession. 

By “‘ further education ’’ is meant ‘‘ edu- 
cation beyond the secondary school stan- 
dard.’’ It may be divided into courses for 
those who entered war service before going 
to a University or entering on a course 
of training; for those whose further edu- 
cation has been interrupted by war ser- 
vice, or refresher courses mainly for older 
groups. 

The criterion for entry to the courses 
will be whether a candidate is capable of 
profitably undertaking the course desired. 

The award to a successful licant will 
be in the form of a grant ate ing him to 
take the full course of training which he 
may need, the amount varying accordin 
to his existing obligations, his financi 
resources, if any, and the length and 
nature of the course approved. e needs 
of married candidates will receive special 
consideration. 

In appropriate cases candidates will be 
permitted to take courses at Dominion or 
other overseas Universities. 

Continuance of an award will normally 
be conditional upon the passing of the 
ordinary examinations associated with the 
course. 

The scheme cannot come into full opera- 
tion until general demobilisation begins, 
but applications for consideration can be 
received immediately from men and women 
who have been discharged from their war 
service through disablement or on medical 
grounds and who are not required by the 
Ministry of Labour to fia ee F other 
forms of national service. Those who have 
been discharged from their war service 
through disablement or on _ medical 
grounds should, if they desire to be con- 
sidered for assistance under the scheme, 
apply in the first instance in writing, but 
not in person, to the Appointments De- 
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partment, Ministry of Labour and 
National Service, Sardinia-street, London, 
W.C.2.

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THE LONDON REGIONAL RECONSTRUCTION COMMITTEE’S PLAN: A Drawing of the Central Area.

S1r,—The decision of the Federation 
of Greater London Master Builders to 
go out for members on a national basis 
is surely to be deprecated. In London 
the position has been’ growingly 
anomalous for the past eighteen 
months, and it must be within your 
knowledge that, many of the more 
serious members of both organisations 
have been asking themselves if two 
organisations were either necessary or 
desirable, and that resolutions have 
been passed in several places urging a 
merging of the conflicting interests 
before vested interests grow up which 
must make co-operation difficult. 

The decision of the Greater London 
group to seek new fields of conquest makes 
some accommodation between them and 
the official bodies all the more necessary 
if the. confusion in London is not to be 
repeated in other parts of the country. 

May I make a suggestion which has 
been germinating in my mind for the past 
six months, and which I first thought of 
on the occasion of the seventieth birthday 
of the London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion? 

Last December, you may recall, the 
L.M.B.A. celebrated its seventieth birth- 
day. The occasion was marked by a 
chorus of: congratulations from the 
Minister of Works and Planning, the Lord 
Mayor, and, as your columns amply testi- 
fied, from a host of London mayors and 
M.P.s who knew its work. In addition, 


such independent observers as the Chair- 
man of the T.U.C. sent messages of good 
will, Dame Anne Loughlin going so far as 
to say that the building soma! was an 


example of broad-mindedness which she, 
as Chairman of the T.U.C., hoped other 
industries would follow. So the London 
Master Builders’ Association is obviously 
a body of some importance, with real 
achievements and not merely age behind it. 

But in spite of the position and prestige 
the L.M.B.A. enjoys in the London area, 
the fact remains that the Greater London 
Federation, by its vociferous denunciation 
of the hardships of the small builders, 
hardships which are unavoidable in time 
of war and which are by no means con- 
fined to the building industry, has 
attracted considerable membership among 
small builders. It is always easier to 
achieve notoriety by a campaign of adver- 
tising small grievances, thereby attract- 
ing all and sundry, than to find apprecia- 
tion for the maintenance of good order and 
peaceable relations between employer and 
employed. 

I had thought the birtaday of the elder 
—and official—body provided the oppor- 
tunity of bringing up the question of some 
form of co-operation between the two 
bodies, though if the L.M.B.A. had done 
all that the Chairman of the T.U.C. said 
it had—and obviously Dame Loughlin had 
no reason for paying tribute to its work 
that was not justified by the facts—there 
would seem to be little case for the other 
body, except perhaps as an organisation 
of the small builders in London under the 
auspices of the L.M.B.A. 

Be that as it may, some form of co- 
operation is obviously desirable, and co- 
operation may yet be forced on the indus- 
try by the economic necessities of the 
times. But how much better it ‘would be 
if the leaders of the two bodies would 
meet and hammer out some formula by 
which all the builders in London could be 
brought into one association. 

There have been meetings of repre- 
sentatives of the two bodies, and, though 
nothing has come of them, the L.M.B.A. 
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attitude is still, I believe, that the door is 
open. Hence my suggestion; could -not 
you, sir, invite the President and Vice- 
Presidents of the L.M.B.A. to lunch with 
you to meet the President and Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Greater London Federation 
to talk over the whole situation before the 
new ‘ national ’’ move raises fresh diffi- 
culties and fresh vested interests? ‘There 
is precedent for this suggestion. In 1899 
the Editor of the Daily News was instru- 
mental in settling a strike in the building 
industry. 

The prestige of The Builder never stood 
higher. You have a hundred years of good 
work for the building industry to your 
credit. By taking charge of the present 
situation before it gets out of control you 
would, I believe, be doing an invaluable 
service to the whole building industry.

Quantity Surveyors and Post-war 
Reconstruction. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 

Sir,—The discussion under this 
heading, which has been proceeding 
for several months in your columns, 
has now become coupled with the plea 
for registration for quantity surveyors, 
and, as might be expected, we have 
had for our regalement comments both 
wise and otherwise touching on this 
subject. ° 

Those in favour seem mostly to have 
failed to appreciate that the prime call for 
State Registration lies in the protection of 
the public against unqualified persons 
setting themselves up in a professional 
capacity as consultants for specialised ser- 
vices of which the public has direct need. 
The more intimate the need, the more 
essential is State protection to the public 
—witness the law, medicine, dentistry, 
etc. In recent times the State has decided 
that the design of buildings is of sufficient 
importance in our social life to warrant 
the public being protected against unquali- 
fied exponents of the art, hence the State 
Registration of Architects. 

The position of quantity surveyors is in 
a different plane (in passing, I would refer 
to the curious remark made by one of your 
correspondents, a civil engineer, that 
quantity surveying is a negative profes- 
sion. He says, ‘‘ The architect and 
engineer design (positive) and the sur- 
veyor follows (negative).’’ On this basis, 
the contractor, who follows still later, 
should be a minus quantity!) The quan- 
tity surveyor’s place is somewhat in the 
same plane as is the anesthetist in the 
medical profession ; the general public has 
not a direct call on his services. In the 
same way that one who puts his life in 
the hands of a surgeon leaves the im- 
portant appointment of a person respon- 
sible for his suspended animation to that 
surgeon, so one who puts his building 
project in the hands of an architect leaves 
the important appointment of a person 
responsible for the assessment of his 
financial commitments to that architect. 

One of your correspondents (Zhe 
Builder, May 7) does not like this idea at 
all. He finds that it makes the quantity 
surveyor the menial of the architectural 
profession and puts him “‘ definitely under 
their thumbs.’”” This is a surprising 
admission. Such a state of affairs, besides 
being a position that’no architect worth 
collaborating with would desire, is one 
which no quantity surveyor worth his salt 
would tolerate. 

The fact is, however, that the quantity 
surveying profession is-of its nature an 
ancillary one, and because of this the need 
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for State Registration does not arise, }j 
is the duty of architects to protect their 
clients from unqualified quantity sur. 
veyors as much as from jerry-builders 
In any case, as things are at present, i 
would be idle to imagine that registration 
could afford any protection worth having 
to the public. : 

It is noticeable that the ‘‘ pros” {or 
registration have for the most part been 
members of the Institute of Quantity Sur. 
veyors. I have no knowledge of what this 
society has or has not done for its mem. 
bers’ advancement, or what contribution 
it may have made to the advancement oj 
the science of measuring during its youth. 
ful career, or what teething troubles jt 
may have had, but in one respect its 
efforts have been crowned with success. 
namely, it has broadened, almost beyond 
recognition, the former conception of the 
designation of quantity surveyor. The 
rush and tumble of war-time contractin 
methods has also contributed to the same 
end. 

The designation ‘‘ quantity surveyor” 
used to mean, as I have used it above, a 
person acting in collaboration with an 
architect and responsible to the building 
owner for the preparation of bills of quan- 
tities for a projected building contract, 
and, arising therefrom, for the ultimate 
settlement of the amount of the building 
owner's indebtedness to the contractor.

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OBITUARY 


William Walcot. 


We regret to record the death, as the 
result of an accident, of Mr. William 
Walcot, the distinguished  etcher, 
water-colourist and architect. 

William Walcot was born at Odessa in 
1374. His father was English and his 
mother was Russian. As a youth he 
travelled widely in Europe and South 
America. He was educated mainly in 
France, first at Amiens and then Paris. 
At the age of 17 he returned to Russia and 
began the study of architecture at the 
{mperial Academy of Arts, St. Petersburg, 
under Professor Louis Benois. Later, he 
studied at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts and 
the Atelier Redon. After qualifying as 
an architect he returned to Russia, setting 
up in practice in Moscow and carrying 
out a certain amount of domestic work 
there. 

Walcot was not long in finding out that

AT THE OUTBREAK OF WAR BootLe CoRPORATION ESTABLISHED 
11 emergency rest centres, protected laterally against blast, 
but with no overhead protection—all in accordance with the 
original Home Office practice. In the raids of May, 1941, 
most of these were put out of action, and as a result the 
Corporation, through the Borough Engineer, devised a scheme 
embracing a system of the latest type surface shelters inter- 
connected by means of corridors of lighter construction, and 
controlled from a central administrative block. For feeding, 
prefabricated ‘‘ Maycrete’’ huts were incorporated. This 
scheme, which formed the nucleus, was readily approved 
by the Ministry of Health. Details of three schemes on this 
basis were prepared, and as a result three up-to-date rest 
centres have now been completed to provide protected emer- 
gency accommodation for 1,392 persons of both sexes, 
including ‘‘ sick bays ’’ for males and females, at an estimated 
cost of £23,717, or £17 per person (not including the cost of 
‘* Maycrete ’’ huts supplied by the Ministry of Health). 


Accommodation at Each Site and Construction. 
(1) Shelter Accommodation for the Homeless. 
(a) Sleeping Accommodation — 
Site No. 1—10 shelters—48 persons=480 persons 
Site No. 2-9 , -—48 ,, =432 ,, 
Site No. 3—10 ” —4g ” =480 ”? 


Total 1,392 _,, 


Two half-sections of shelters on each site, each accommo- 
dating 24 persons, are set aside as ‘‘ sick bays’ for males and 
females. Each shelter is spaced 50 ft. apart to minimise the 
effect of bomb damage. 


(b) Sanitary Accommodation.—Each shelter is provided 
with two water closets, and the following additional sani- 
tary accommodation is provided adjoining the feeding halls: 
For females, 6 water closets; For males, 4 water closets and 
10 ft. length of urinal. 

(c) Baths and Ablution Facilities.—At each site the follow- 
ing facilities are provided: For males, 1 bathroom situated 
in administrative block ; 20 wash bowls situated in a separate 
block, including two ‘“‘Sitz’’ type ‘baths with showers 
(constructed of brick and concrete). ; 

For females, 1 bathroom situated in the administrative 
block; 20 wash bowls situated in a separate- block, including 
two ‘“‘Sitz’” type baths with showers (constructed of 
brick and concrete). : P 

Hot water is provided in both male and female ablution 
blocks by means of a solid fuel boiler, which is connected to 
both the ‘ Sitz ’’ baths. 

(d) Heating.—Each section of each shelter accommodating 
24 persons is fitted with an approved type of 500 watts 
electric radiator in concrete casing. 

(e) Emergency Exits.—One emergency exit is provided i 
each section of each shelter accommodating 24 persons. 

(2) Accommodation for Administrative Staff.—The adminis- 
trative block provides at each site: (a) Protected sleeping 
accommodation for 8 to 12 persons of each sex; (b) two 
w.c.’s and 2 lavatory basins, one of each for male and female 
staff respectively; (c) offices with counter space for storage; 
(d) waiting space for homeless. This block is heated in 4 
similar manner to the shelters for the homeless. 

(3) Feeding Accommodation.—Two ‘‘ Maycrete’’ huts, 
size 48 ft. by 20ft. (provided by the Ministry of Health), 
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have been erected at each site, for the feeding of the homeless. A 
small area of this hut is enclosed to form a kitchen. 

Shelters.—All the shelters—65 ft. 44 in. long by 9 ft. 4 in. overall 
—are of cement mortar, brickwork and reinforced concrete in 
accordance with the latest standards and design. The shelters 
are ‘‘ Box Type ”’ in three sections, a central box containing w.c.s 
and crush space, and two wings each accommodating 24 persons, 
or a total of 48 persons per shelter. The joints between these 
box sections are filled with bitumen and a double foundation 
(i.e.. two layers of concrete, top layer reinforced), separated with 
tarred building paper. This is provided independently to each 
section to enabls individual sections to slide if affected by severe 
H.E. blast. Open ventilators to code standard, baffled in »rder 
to provide effective black-out, are incorporated. 

Administrative Block.—The construction of the administrative 
block is similar to that of the shelters. Lateral protection to all 
entrances and exits is provided by means of 14 in. thick brick-in- 
cement blast walls. 

Connecting Corridors.—These have concrete floors, light timber 
framing, walls covered with weather boarding, and asbestos roof. 
High-level windows covered with strong wire mesh are provided 
for ventilation and daylight. 

Ablution Blocks.—Two ablution blocks—one for males and one 
for females—are constructed on each site, one in each wing. The 
construction is similar to that of the corridors. 

Hot Water.—Two ‘‘ Ewart’s Califonts”’ of suitable capacity are 
installed in an administrative block and provide automatic supply 
of hot water. 

The whole of the schemes were designed by Mr. W. A. Harrison, 
M.Eng. (Liverpool), M.Inst.C.E.,, M.Inst.M. &’Cy.E., Borough Engi- 
neer and Surveyor; Mr. W. Cc. Peree, A.R.I.B.A., Chief Architec- 
tural Assistant, being responsible for the detailed work and super- 
vision of construction. The construction was carried out by direct 
labour by the Public Works Section of the Borough Engineer and 
Surveyor’ Department under the supervision of Mr. D_ R. 
Adamson, M.Eng., Assistant Borough Engineer and Surveyor. 

Their Majesties. the King and Queen, who have visited the 
schemes, praised the design and construction of the centres.

Laying of Bricks. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Parliamentary 
Seeretary to the Ministry of Works if he 
would state the number of _ bricks 
required to be laid on a straight wall 
under the Essential Works Order in a 
day; and what was the normal number 
laid in a typical pre-war undertaking. 

Mr. Hicks said that for the most usual 
types of brickwork, viz., 44 in. and 9 in., 
pointed both sides, the datum line laid 
down in the Payment by Results Scheme 
under the Essential Work (Building and 
Civil Engineering) Order is 240 and 336 
bricks per bricklayer respectively for an 
eight-hour day. Bonus was payable for 
output in excess of this datum. He 
regretted that no accurate information 
was available as to the normal number of 
bricks laid in a typical pre-war under- 
taking. 

Mr. Bossom: Can Mr. Hicks state the 
approximate number which he would 
have required them to lay when he was 
in charge of operations of this nature? 
Would it not have been over twice this 
number ? 

Mr. Hicks: I think that would be very 


unfair to the other  bricklayers. 
(Laughter.) 
Mr. Hiaas: Is Mr. Hicks aware that 


under exceptional circumstances 4,000 
bricks a day have been laid? 

Mr. Krrkwoop: You could not handle 
4,000 bricks a day, let alone lay them. 

Mr. Hopkinson : In view of the scanda- 
lous state of affairs disclosed in the 
answer, what steps do the Ministry mean 
to take to put an end to it? 

Mr. Hicks: I think it has to be remem- 
bered that the industry has contributed 
500,000 of its young personnel to the Ser- 
vices and to munition work, and I beg 
members to remember that the industry 
in' consequence has become age-heavy. 
Furthermore, I would ask them to relate 
the building we are now considering with 
the type of building engaged in pre-war. 
With doorways and with window open- 
ings and with varying heights and all 
those things to be taken into considera- 
tion, I can assure Mr. Hopkinson that it 
is not an unfair figure. 

Mr. Hotpswortu : If this rate of laying 
bricks is maintained after the war, will 
it not make post-war housing absolutely 
impossible ? 

Mr. Hicxs: No, sir. The question is 
affected by the type and character of the 
work. It may be easy to multiply the 
figuré given by three, and that is fre- 
quently done to-day, but with 44 in. brick 
building together. with the other points I 
have indicated, pointed both sides, I 
suggest to hon. members that it is not an 
unfair figure. 


Post-war Work. 

Str Leonarp Lyte asked the Prime 
Minister whether, to ensure that on the 
close of hostilities the building trade 
might be in a position to start operations 
immediately, he would take an early 
opportunity of indicating the Government 
policy in relation to siting, acquisition of 
land and density of construction? 

Mr. Attire, the Deputy Prime Minister, 
said that as regarded the acquisition of 
land, the Government had already 
announced acceptance of the principle 
that planning authorities should be given 
extended powers of compulsory acquisi- 
tion of land in war-damaged and other 
reconstruction areas required to 
developed as a whole; and legislation for 
this purpose would be introduced in due 
course. Siting and density of construc- 
tion were matters for the consideration of 
the planning authorities in the first 
instance, and for determination by them 
and the Minister of Town and Country 
Planning. 
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THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


‘* PLANNING A COUNTY.” 


In a pager read before the Institute on 
May 27, Mr. Gorpon E. Payne, F.R.G.S., 
F.8.I., M.Inst.M. & Cy.E. (County Plan- 
ning Officer, Gloucestershire), said that his 
address was not designed to describe the 
organisation, procedure and outline pro- 
posals for planning on a pre-war basis, but 
rather to illustrate certain aspects of plan- 
ning in Gloucestershire which are being 
apyecsenes on a wider conception to that 
of the negative principles of pre-war years. 

Early in 1925, Bristol Corporation re- 
solved to plan part of the county, to be 
followed later by the Cheltenham and 
Gloucester Corporations in the order given. 
Each resolution was passed before the 
county council were given even the limited 
powers they had now. In 1932 Professor 
Abercrombie and Mr. Sydney Kelly were 
instructed to prepare a regional survey for 
that part of the county not covered by the 
Bristol and Bath and the Wye Valley 
Regional Schemes. The next step was to 
get statutory planning in motion, when it 
was found that while all authorities would 
join in an advisory scheme for the county, 
to get them to surrender their powers to 
the county council] was asking too much. 
As was customary in all cases of difficulty, 
Mr. Pepler was called in to advise, and 
again, as was customary, his powers of 
persuasion were effective. The solution in 
Gloucestershire was the setting up of seven 
Executive Joint Planning Committees, 
upon which the district councils and the 
county council were represented. The 
Joint Committees operated over 670,592 
acres, and all expenses in preparation were 
borne as a general charge on the county 
rate. 


Co-ordination. 

Largely as a result of the improvement 
in the status of the Planning Department 
many developments had occurred in the 
field of co-ordination which might be of 
interest. 

Co-ordination of County and Joint 
Committees : The County Planning Com- 
mittee, which was a Standing Committee 
of the council, consisted of 28 members of 
the council, and the chairman of each Joint 
Planning Committee is a co-opted member ; 
Catchment Boards are also represented. In 
that way the County Committee acted as 
co-ordinating Committee on. general plan- 
ning policy, and the chairman of each 
Joint Committee was kept aware of the 
part his Committee should play in the 
general scheme for the county. ‘‘ In normal 
times,” said Mr. Payne, ‘‘ I have a senior 
qualified planning assistant responsible to 
me for each Joint Committee area; each 
senior assistant is a specialist in engineer- 
ing, architecture, surveying, forestry or 
valiidions, and while he is primarily re- 
sponsible for one joint scheme, he can be 
switched into’another area when a problem 
arises in which he is the specialist.” 

Grants to District Councils : The county 
council had agreed that all applications 
from district councils for grants towards 
sewerage and water supply schemes should 
be referred to the County Planning Com- 
mittee, so that they might report to the 
Finance Committee. 

Joint Boards: The County Planning 
Committee felt that the reservation of land, 
the preservation of the Cotswold escarp- 
ment and matters of general concern to the 
county should not be controlled by indi- 
vidual authorities whose financial resources 
might be insufficient to ensure the proper 
administration of schemes and who might 
consequently relax provisions not inserted 
for the exclusive benefit of their own area. 
and the county council had accepted their 
recommendations :— 


1, That a Joint Planning Board be ap- 
pointed for each Joint Planning Committee 
ar 


ea. 

2. That, except in special circumstances, 
each Joint Planning Board be specified as 
the responsible authority for the following 
purposes in all schemes in its area :— 

(a) Use and density zoning. 

(b) Reservation of land for 
spaces, 

(c) Any other purposes included for 
the benefit of the whole county and for 
which no other authority could reason- 
ably be made responsible. 

3. That each Joint Planning Board be 
constituted by the county council and the 
councils of the county districts in its area. 

4. That the county council pay the ex- 

enses incurred by each Joint Planning 

oard for purposes for which the county 
council shall have expressly approved the 
specification of the Joinp Planning Board 
as the responsible authority. 

** A peculiar position in which the coun-

cil now find themselves,’’ added Mr. Payne, 


‘is that they are liable for compensation 
in the three borough schemes in county 
areas, yet they have no direct voice as to 
the provisions of the scheme for which they 
will be financially responsible. Since the 
council could not participate in planning 
when the boroughs commenced work, it 
would appear reasonable that scheme 
boundaries should be adjusted so that a 


Joint Committee for preparation and later 


a Joint Board for administration may be 
formed for such areas of the county now 
being planned by the corporation. Most 
town authorities have more than enough 
to occupy themselves in making their 
towns what Mr. Justice Uthwatt describes 
as ‘ more worthy centres of living.’ Alter- 
natively, a Joint Committee could be 
formed, including the boroughs, provided 
they are real Joint Committees, whereby 
‘ outside’ representatives can determine 
development of the town in the same 
manner as town authorities enjoy deter- 
mining development in ‘ outside’ areas.”’ 

Post-War Public Works Scheme : On the 
recommendation of the County Planning 
Committee, the council had resolved :— 


1. That a special ad hoc Committee of 
the council be appointed to consider and 


co-ordinate plans for all county post-war 


public works schemes. 

2. That instructions be given to all 
Committees who have post-war projects to 
furnish a report on such schemes to the 
ad hoc Committee as soon as practicable. 

3. That the district councils be asked to 
furnish details of their proposed post-war 
schemes for the information of the ad hoc 
Committee. 


Research for the Post-War Period. 

The ad hoc Committee on Public Works 
referred to above had yet to meet; the 
delay in meeting was due entirely to the 
fact that the County Planning Committee 
required his (the lectyrer’s) report on the 
future development of the county based 
on the physical, social and economic survey 
which had been carried out for two years 
under difficult delaying circumstances. The 
full list of headings of the survey was :-— 
1, Growth of Development; 2, History; 3, 
Physical Conditions ; 4, Economic Geology ; 
5, Rainfall, Winds, Temperature, Thunder- 
storm Routes; 6, Landscape and Wood- 
lands; 7, Watersheds; 8, Land Drainage; 
9, Levels of Subsoil Water;,10, Accessi- 
bility; 11, Canals; 12, Docks; 13, Aero- 
dromes; 14, Highways; 15, Railways; 16, 
Public Services; 17, Air Raid Precautions ; 
18, Education and School Accommodation ; 
19, Housing; 20,-Public Health ; 21, Popu- 
lation—age and sex: composition, distri- 
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bution and movement; 22, Industry, anj 
23, Agriculture, 

The lecturer proceeded to examine some 
of these headings in detail. On the ques. 
tion of new towns, he said that for som, 
reason an idea appeared to be growing tha; 
new towns could only be built under th 
potereee guidance of a large corporation, 

ith the greatest respect for what had 
been done, but with due regard for that 
which should have been but which, in faci. 
had not been done, he hoped an alternative 
method could be found. ‘‘ If corporations 
look upon the construction of a new tow) 
as a relatively easy method of rehousing 
people from slum areas, then this concep. 
tion is fundamentally wrong. People mus; 
be linked with their work; therefore, the 
movement of industry is the matter of 
prime importance. If people from slum 
areas move out with the industry, so much 
the better, but a corporation should not 
expect to a slum dwellers and stil] 
retain all industry within the limits of 
existing towns. This leads to the point 
that it is the industrialists (subject to some 
restriction and guidance) who will mainly 
determine whether people shall move out o: 
remain in an existing town. Local authori. 
ties have not yet reached the stage when 
they can determine whether an industry 
shall move to a selected spot or remain 
in the town.’ After a great deal of re. 
search, he believed that one of the best 
solutions for new town development was 
by the related action of a county council 
and public utility society, and it was upon 
that basis that he was working. 

The county council had power to con- 
tribute the following component parts of 
a town—viz., land; streets; hospital; dis. 
pensaries; clinics; maternity and chili 
welfare centre; schools—nursery, junior, 
senior, secondary, art and technical ; ; 
nasium ; parks; open space; playin Salk 
swimming bath; community centre; 
library ; art gallery ; water supply; sewer. 
age and sewage disposal works; burial 
grounds and allotments. 

Public utility societies could contribute 
houses, while private enterprise could pro 
vide shops, garages, laundries. 

The lecturer then proceeded to describe 
in detail a layout which had been designel 
to accommodate 21,000 people, which, at 
3.7 people per house, equalled 5,675 houses, 
ending by saying that he believed he had 
proved that joint action between a county 
council and an approved public utility 
society was feasible and financially sound. 
He hoped he had helped to lay the bogy 
of finance in town development, Total costs 
were relatively unimportant; what was im- 
portant from the financial point of view 
was that progressive outgoings should be 
covered by progressive incomings. 


DISCUSSION. 

Mr. J. W. Apams (County Planning 
Officer, Kent) expressed his agreement with 
Mr. Payne’s view that the conception that 
a new town was a relatively easy method 
of rehousing slum dwellers was funds 
mentally wrong. Mr. Payne’s scheme for 
a new town was statistically so plausible 
that he was alittle suspicious of it and 
he was going to have another look at it. © 

Mr. F F. Ecctzs (Estate Manes al 
Welwyn Garden City) said the detail 
about the county council’s activities ™ 
building a new town had given him the 
impression that the county council wa 
setting itself up to be a super capitalist.

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of the fence as planners and who would 
be only too willing to say, as they haf 
done in the case of Welwyn Garden City, 
that such things as Mr. Payne’s plan were 
Utopian and financially impossible. Wel- 
wyn Garden City had proved them wrong, 
although it did have financial difficulties 
for the first 14 years. Its subsequent 
history had proved beyond question that, 
properly handled, the financial develop- 
ment of a new town presented no ultimate 
problem at ail. 

Mr. R. H. Bucktey (County Surveyor 
of Essex) wose of the joint planning 
schemes which had been formulated in that 
county and asked whether recent legisla- 
tion meant that all these schemes would 
have to be done over again. Was it a fact 
that local authorities who had done nothing 
in town planning were at the present 
moment quite as well off as those who 
had worked very hard in the matter? 

Replying to Mr. Buckley, Mr. G. L. 
PerterR (Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning) said Mr, Buckley need not have 
any regrets. He thought Mr. Buckley’s 
suggestion that the schemes already pre- 
pared be approved and subsequently be 
amended if necessary required very careful 
consideration, provided that he was satis- 
fied that at the last stage he would not 
like to have some second thoughts in view 
of the different situation which had arisen, 
as, for example, a declaration by the 
Government with regard to the agricul- 
tural use of land. It might not mean a 
very drastic amendment of some schemes, 
it might be more a question of tightening 
them * 

The Presment (Col. W. S. Cameron, 
City Engineer of Leeds), referring to the 
advantages claimed for the erection of 
houses by public utility societies, said that 
it was difficult to define the term ‘“‘ reason- 
able rents.’? Such rents were often below 
the economic rent, and in the past local 
authorities had had to depend upon the 
subsidy. Presumably, in post-war housing 
provision would be made for subsidies to 
public utility societies, but, presumably, 
the county council would also receive 
assistance. 

Mr. M. Futter said the provision of new 
towns was not the solution for our present 
planning difficulties. Before a new town 
eould be started we must be certain that 
there was some raison d’étre for it. 

Mr. W. Dosson CHapMaNn said it was 
important that we should get into proper 
perspective the new view of planning 
brought out in the paper, that the county 
was the basis upon which to plan rather 
than that which was left over between two 
large cities. Normally our large cities 
were too large and our small towns too 
small for the proper enjoyment of social 
intercourse. We should concentrate our 
efforts on building new towns to an opti- 
mum size. 

A plea for the provision of more infor- 
mation for the use of local authority 
planners was made by Mr. R. H. Hu 
(Borough Engineer of Gravesend), who 
pleaded that those responsible for the 
future of town and country planning in its 
wider sense should concentrate on the 
seeking out and putting into suitable form 
the vast amount of information on indus- 
try, sociology and all the other depart- 
ments of life affected by planning, and 
make that information available for those 
chief officers of corporations which had to 
meet the more immediate and local needs 
of the people. 

Replying to the discussion, Mr. Payne 
said his paper was not intended as a de- 
tailed financial statement. It was rather 
prepared to give an idea of the construction 
and development of new centres by the 
joint efforts of county councils and public 
utility societies. He had had his state- 
ment examined by the county valuer, the 
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county architect and the county treasurer. 
These three were in agreement that the 
figures he had put forward were not un- 
reasonable. He expected most counties had 
been invaded like Gloucestershire by new 
industries. Was the county council simply 
to ignore their existence? Instead of 
having three to four thousand houses 
around each new factory, surely it was 
better to get the industrialists together 
and get them to form the nucleus of a 
new community.

MR. H. J. W. ALEXANDER’S 30 YEARS

TuHIrtTy years may well be a mere 
drop in the ocean of time, but they 
represent a considerable part of the 
tankard of the average working life 
of man.

We should wish, on behalf of his 
friends, to congratulate him on this 
milestone of his career, and to wish 
him success in the useful years that 
lie ahead.

H. J. W. Alexander. 

Everyone in the profession knows 
that H. J. W. Alexander has been 
secretary of the Architectural Associa- 
tion for some years—six to be exact— 
but perhaps not everyone realises that 
he has just completed 30 years in its 
service. 





MR. H. J. W. ALEXANDER, 
Who this month completes 30 years’ 
service with the Architectural Associa- 
tion, of which he is Secretary. 
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To most members of the A.A. (and 
to many non-members) Alexander first 
became known as the keeper of the 
register of architectural assistants. 
He made it by far the best medium 
for putting those wanting help and 
those wanting a job in touch with one 
another. There was never any red 
tape or any delayed action. Alexan- 
der’s marvellous memory and shrewd 
judgment enabled him to bring the 
tight people—when there were right 
people—together. The exercise of 
these faculties and the making of 
these contacts must, one imagines, 
have helped Alexander to develop the 
qualities he has shown as secretary, 
To this job ‘the succeeded after a 
double apprenticeship—first as assis- 
tant secretary (1928), then as adminis- 
trative secretary (1933), under and in 
association with F. R. Yerbury. 

To take Yerbury’s place was no easy 
matter, and, temperamentally dif- 
ferent, Alexander did not make the 
mistake of trying to imitate his pre- 
decessor. He remained precisely 
what he had always been, friendly, 
unassuming, direct, and eminently 
capable of hard work and good organi- 
sation. 

Those of us who were fortunate 
enough to take part in the last of those 
famous A.A. visits to the Continent 
will remember the arrangements he 
made for the Swiss tour in 1939. This 
was, I think, the first for which he 
was solely responsible, and not only 
was the organisation perfect, but also 
the atmosphere of friendliness. Alex- 
ander thoroughly enjoyed himself, 
and helped everyone, British and 
Swiss, to mix in the most easy fashion. 

Since then he has had to contend 
with all the troubles that war has 
brought. This is not the occasion to 
refer to the recent activities of the 
A.A., but it can be said that Alexan- 
der has spared no effort to keep it 
very much alive not only on the School 
side but on the social side. He was 
a soldier in the last war, first in the 
infantry and latterly in the Royal 
Flying Corps, and all members in 
uniform are sure of a friendly wel- 
come and—what is much rarer—can 
be sure that their names and their 
personal history will be remembered. 
This is something that each new 
President in turn has to be grateful 
for! 

When peace comes he will find him- 
self with even more to do than he has 
at present, and we may be sure he 
will be ready for it. Members all over 
the world will join in congratulating 
Alexander on his thirty years of loyal 
service to the Architectural Associa- 
tion and in hoping for many more.

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FACTORY-MADE HOUSES 


HOUSING PRODUCTION COUNCIL 
PROPOSED. 


A Press conference of the Committee for 
the Industrial and Scientific Provision of 
Housing was held at Grosvenor House on 
Thursday, June 10. The chair was occu- 
ese by Sir Charles Cunningham, who, 

aving explained the origin and purpose 
of the Committee, stated that the creation 
of a Honsing Production Council was now 
proposed. 

The Committee has issued its first 
a. eng in which the subject is examined 
under the following heads: (1) The 
Problem of Industrial Structure; (2) the 
Costing Problem; (3) the Marketing 
Problem; (4) the Aisthetic (and Social) 
Aspects; (5) Labour Relations; (6) the 
Legislative Problem; (7) Limitation of 
Life; and (8) Public Relations. 

It is stated that the examination of these 
problems has enabled the Committee to 
devise means for dealing with them 
through the establishment of a Housing 
Production Council having for its objects, 
inter alia :— 

(a) To promote the use of contem- 
porary production methods and scientific 
knowledge in the provision of housing. 

(ec) To promote and_ co-ordinate 
research by specialist bodies, firms or 
individuals into problems uncovered by 
the Council’s inquiries. e 

) To establish an organisation to 
investigate modular planning or dimen- 
sional co-ordination and to take steps to 
encourage its use in such quarters as 
may seem relevant. 

(g) To be a reference organisation for 
the exchange of information and view- 
point on new methods and materials in 
building between those Governmental, 
professional, trading and sociological 
organisations concerned. 

(i) To investigate the need for the 
establishment of a body or bodies for the 
practical implementation of proposals 
suggested by the Council from informa- 
tion collected by it. 

(7) To take such steps as may be indi- 
cated with any authorities—national, 
local, municipal or otherwise—to estab- 
lish any such body or bodies as may seem 
to be called for, provided always that 
they shall not be — trading 
for distributable profit. 

(k) To propagate amongst the trades 
and organisations concerned and to the 
general public, knowledge of the possi- 
bilities and implications of the factory 
or other mechanised productions for 
housing. 

(2) ‘io promote inquiry into the 
housing requirements of the public 
having regard to the possibilities offered 
by modern production methods. 

(n) To investigate and promote the 
establishment of # British export trade 
in parts of factory-made houses 
The Council will consist of an Advisor 

Panel drawn from trade associations of 
the industries concerned and from the 
various professional and benevolent bodies 
and the relevant Government Depart- 
ments. The work of the Council will be 
directed by a Policy or Management Com- 
mittee of housing, architectural, technical, 
economic and industrial experts, and will 
be financed on the lines of an ordinary 
trade association and a programme of 
work detailed in the Committee’s report 
calls for an expenditure in the first year 
of approximately £68,000. 

The Council proposes to collect world- 
wide information and to study require- 
ments and potentialities peculiar to this 
country. The purpose is the evolution of a 
design or series of designs of factory-built 
houses for consumption in this country and 
export to Europe.

THE QUANTITY SURVEYOR'S PLACE. 

Tue following memorandum has been 
issued by the Quantity Surveyors’ Com- 
mittee of the Chartered Surveyors’ Insti- 
tution, and was adopted by the Council 
on May 3 last :— 

1. The Quantity Surveyors’ Committee 
have given consideration to the suggestion 
that advantages are to be found in com- 
bining the various professional services 
connected with building into single work- 
ing units. According to the ideas of the 
sponsors, architects, quantity surveyors 
and specialist engineers for the design of 
steelwork, heating, ventilating, electrical 
and sanitary systems, would combine 
together as partners, each with their tech- 
nical staffs, in a single group or firm 
instead of, as in the past, co-operating as 
independent firms or individuals. e 
group would undertake the whole of the 
professional services needed in respect of 
any building project, and would operate 
from the same office. 

2. The advantages of and the necessity 
for group working on the lines proposed 
must depend largely on whether Reliding 
contracts in the future are to be generally 
of a larger and more comprehensive 
character than in the past, and whether 
such comprehensive work will be continu- 
ously available. 

It is to be expected that in the earlier 
stages of the reconstruction era building 
contracts may be of a larger and more 
comprehensive character than normally; 
and it may be that the welding into a 
group of the design services required for 
such contracts. will be found convenient, 
efficient and economic, so long as the need 
continues. With the return to normal, 
however, and a reversion to the smaller 
type of contract, the group organisation is 
likely to become unbalanced and unneces- 
sary. 

3. The Quantity Surveyors’ Committee 
are concerned only with the position of 
the quantity surveyor in relation to a pro- 
fessional group of the kind proposed, but 
in order properly to consider that position, 
it is as well to be reminded of the func- 
tions of the parties to a building contract 
and of the professional persons who act 
for them. 

4. The building owner chooses his pro- 
fessional advisers, gives them instructions, 
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and with their aid selects the contractor 
who is to carry out the building opera- 
tions. The functions of the architect and 
the engineer are design, which involves 
the preparation of drawings and other 
mecneeney documents, and supervision of 
the quality of the contractor’s work and 
the overriding responsibility for cost 
which this involves. Upon the con- 
tractor devolves the provision of labour, 
materials and plant, the organisation of 
work on the site and the day-to-day 
management of building operations. He 
must assess his risks and his responsibili- 
ties from the particulars supplied by the 
design services and by the quantity sur- 
veyor, and prepare his tender accordingly. 

5. The duty of the quantity surveyor is 
to prepare from the drawings, on an 
agreed method of measurement, certain 
of the contract particulars so that the 
contractors invited to tender may do so 
on @ common basis. It is also his duty 
to ascertain a final price for such work, 
and to satisfy himself that the final price 
is @ proper one in accordance with the 
terms of the contract. 

6. The drawings and specifications, as 
translations of the building owner’s 
requirements, are capable of different 
interpretations in terms of measurement, 
whether for the purpose of tenders by 
contractors in competition, or of a settle- 
ment of accounts by measurement and 
valuation. Insistence by the architect or 
by the contractor upon their own inter- 
pretation, in terms of measurement and 
price, of the drawings and specifications 
would merely mean that each was the 
arbitrator in his own cause. It was thus 
that the need arose for the quantity sur- 
veyor as an independent interpreter of 
the contract documents in the respects 
indicated; and it is for this reason that 
his independence of the design services 
and of the contracting services (whether 
as @ private practitioner or as a nical 
officer in a public department) has gained 
increasing recognition. As evidence of 
the value placed by both employers and 
contractors upon the independence of the 
quantity surveyor, it need only be said 
that of the building contracts in which an 
independent surveyor has been nominated, 
recourse to arbitration has been neces- 
sary in but a minute percentage of the 
whole. 

7. The association of a quantity sur- 
veyor with an architect or an engineer, 
or both, in a group operating as a single 
unit is inconsistent with his independent 
status. Independence is essential to 
the function of the quantity surveyor 
under the contract and must, in the view 
of the Committee, be maintained in the 
interests of the parties to the contract 
themselves. While, therefore, the Com- 
mittee will continue to ericourage the 
closest collaboration between quantity 
surveyors, architects and engineers, they 
are opposed to the association of quantity 
surveying services with design services in 
a single professional partnership. The 
Committee believe that such an associa- 
tion would destroy the confidence of the 
building owner and the contractor in the 
impartiality of the quantity surveyor, 
would impair the financial administration 
of building contracts, and increase dis- 
putes, thereby necessitating more fre- 
quent recourse to arbitration. They also 
believe that it would be a retrograde step 
from the point of view of the quantity 
surveyor and his contribution to economic 
building. Such a happening or the risk 
of it could not, from any standpoint, fail 
to arouse apprehension and concern.

ARBITRATION BETWEEN MEN’S 
UNION AND FEDERATION OF 
MASTER BUILDERS. 


Tue National Arbitration Tribunal sat 
at Egginton House, Buckingham Gate, 
$.W.,1, on Friday, June 11, to arbitrate in 
a trade dispute as to the application of 
holidays with pay within the industry. 
The Tribunal consisted of Sir Gavin 
Simonds (Chairman), Sir John Forster, Sir 
Francis Floud, Mr. Mark Hodgson and 
Mr. Parkes. The parties to the dispute 
were the National Poderation of Building 
Trades Operatives—whose case was con- 
ducted by Mr. Richard Coppock, its 
General Secretary—and six firms, mem- 
bers of the Federation of Master Builders. 
The Federation sponsored the case on 
behalf of its members, and was represented 
by Mr. W. T. Creswell, K.C., and Mr. 
J. F. Platts-Mills. 

Mr. Coppock opened his case by stating 
that the Report of the Amulree Committee, 
published in April, 1938, recommended 
that holidays with pay could best be 


operated by means of a system of stamp- — 


ing cards by employers, and in the same 
year the Holidays with Pay agreement was 
reached. The outbreak of war had impeded 
negotiations within the industry, but the 
adherent bodies of the National Joint 
Council had opened up discussions on the 
whole question, and the civil engineering 
section of the industry had participated 
in these discussions. Agreement had been 
come to and a letter sent to the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service asking for 
that agreement to be made compulsory. To 
this letter a reply had been received de- 
clining to give legislative force to any 
particular scheme in advance of a eneral 
decision as to the future course of legisla- 
tion on the subject, saying the Ministry 
would be sorry to see the advantages of 
a voluntary scheme jeopardised by an 
attempt to secure its enactment, and ‘con- 
cluding that under the Conditions of Em- 
ployment of the National Arbitration 
Order a measure of support had already 
been given for the extension of voluntary 
agreements without imparting to the 
terms of such agreements the rigidity of 
specific legislation. Subsequently to this 
the industry had prepared its detailed 
scheme adopting the recommendations of 
the Government Committee on holidays 
with pay, and forming a management com- 
pany, non-profit making and limited by 
guarantee, called the Building and Civil 
Engineering Holidays Scheme Manage- 
ment. The finance to set up this company 


had been provided by the parties to the * 


agreement that had been come to, The 
National Joint Council had accepted and 
embodied the scheme. By Defence Regu- 
lation 56 A.B. builders and civil engineer- 
ing contractors were required to conform 
to conditions of employment settled by 
joint agreement in the industry, and it was 
now claimed by the men’s union that each 
employer was bound to purchase from the 
management company an eighteenpenny 
holiday stamp for each employee, and affix 
it weekly to that employee’s card. But the 
Federation of Master Builders had circu- 
larised their members stating these were 
free to do as they thought fit about using 
the management company, and numerous 
different systems were being adopted b 

those members. One firm set aside 1s. 6d. 
a week for each operative, the amount 
credited to each employee being handed 
to him if and when his employment ter- 
minated. Another firm credited each man 
with 1s, 6d. a week and paid it into a 
separate banking account. If an employee 
lett this firm a credit note was given him 
to he drawn whenever he took his holiday. 
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WITH PAY 


Mr. Coppock objected that under such 
schemes there was no guarantee that the 
workman took a holiday or, if he did, that 
he received his holiday pay at the proper 
time. Making a money payment when the 
man was not taking a holiday was in effect 
breaking regulation 56 A.B. by paying 
more than the prescribed rate of wages, 
and the use of savings stamps in place 
of holiday stamps was open to the same 
objection, because savings stamps could be 
cashed at any. time. 

The Federation of Master Builders was 
an organisation of comparatively recent 
formation. It had no separate industrial 
agreement with any building trade union, 
but followed the wages and conditions pre- 
scribed by the National Joint Council for 
the Building Industry. He suggested that 
the efforts now being made to nullify the 
successful operation of the holiday scheme 
was merely an attempt on the part of the 
Federation of Master Builders to achieve 
a status in the industry that so far it had 
not been able to attain. If employers were 
allowed to adopt all manner of diverse 
systems of giving holidays with pay it 
would be impossible to guarantee that the 
provisions of the industrial agreement were 
honoured by all and sundry. He requested 
the Tribunal to direct that. the six firms 
cited and the Federation of Master 
Builders must conform to the terms and 
conditions of the holidays with pay scheme 
of the building and civil engineering in- 
dustries, and that the firms must provide 
their operatives with holiday cards and 
graded stamps to be obtained from the 
management company. 

Mr. Creswell replied, saying he wished 
to emphasise that there was no trade dis- 
pute between the six employers cited, or 
the Federation of Master Builders and 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives ; and any statement was untrue 
if it was to the effect that the six employers 
had refused to implement the National 
Arbitration Order, 1940, or departed from 
trade practice in any respect, They were 
anxious to further the scheme. But the 
scheme did not leave any opening for any

The employers 
were left free by the scheme to accept or 
refuse individually the invitation of the 
said company. 

Tn ig My @ question by Sir Gavin 
Simonds, Mr. Creswell said he challenged 
the solvency of the management company. 
The Federation of Master Builders was 
watching the interests of its members in 
that respect, and hoped that the Tribunal 
would not make an Order that they should 
take holiday cards from the company. The 
Federation wanted a method which would 
be foolproof and one that 100 per cent. 
of the building industry would adopt. 
Where would the industry be in the event 
of a winding up of the company at any 
time? Another thing was how was the 
company doing its business? What was 
its method of paying its staff to work 
the business ? No capital had been put up. 
The company in effect sold its stamps in 
bundles of 75, that being the minimum 
number. « But large firms would require 
a@ much greater number than 75, hus 
the company at any one moment had 
it within its power to utilise hundreds of 
thousands of pounds, and there was no 
safeguard at all to people who took up 
with it. There was no guarantee to anyone 
who had paid for the stamps that these 
would be we to their proper purpose 
Until the Federation of Master Builders 
was satisfied on these points its members 
refused to be bound by the method of the 
company. Moreover, there was nothing - 
in the terms of the Holidays with Pay 
Order which said the Federation members 
must adopt the company method; and they 
were trying to put forwardesome method 
which would safeguard employer and 
employee alike, 

Mr. Coppock said the management com- 
pany’s books were always open to the in- 
spection of those employers who bought 
stamps. 

Sir Gavin Simonds called attention to 
the fact that the Federation of Master 
Builders said they accepted the scheme of 
the adherent bodies of the National Joint 
Council for the Building Industry. Clause 
16 of that agreement provided for just 
such a company as had been set up. 

Mr. L. B. Venning, Secretary of the 
Federation of Master Builders, said they 
contended that the agreement was applic- 
able only to members of the signatory 
bodies. So far as concerned builders out- 
side the associations mentioned, by virtue 
of holding a provisional licence, such 
builders were bound to operate the holi- 
days with pay scheme. But they were 
not bound by details contained in an agree- 
ment between definite parties. 

Evidence was given of attempts at nego- 
tiation which had failed, and Mr, Creswell 
said what he wanted was the opportunity 
on the advice of the Tribunal for the 
Federation of Master Builders and the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives to get together and get 100 per 
cent. performance by amicable agreement. 

Sir Gavin Simonds said it was not the 
duty of the Tribunal to be conciliators, but 
an application of that kind was never re- 
fused if both parties to the dispute wished 


it. 

Mr. Coppock declined the suggestion for 
any further negotiations and the Tribunal 
adjourned, Sir Gavin saying they would 
consider their verdict and let the parties 
know in due course.

REPAIR & MAINTENANCE 
OF BUILDINGS 


MINISTRY OF HEALTH CIRCULAR. 


Tue following circular has been issued 
by the Ministry of Health to the Metro- 
politan Borough Councils and the London 
County Council :— 

1. I am directed by the Minister of 
Health to state that he is much concerned 
at the difficulties which are being encoun- 
tered in securing essential repairs and 
maintenance to dwellings, and that he has 
in particular given consideration to the 
representations on the subject made to 
him by the Metropolitan Boroughs Stand- 
ing Joint Committee. 

2. As the Council are aware, arrange- 
ments have already been made by the 
Ministry of Works and by the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service, in co- 
operation with this Department, for the 
retention in each district of a number of 
men sufficient to carry out essential main- 
tenance work. These arrangements also 
provide for due warning to be given if, 
for any reason, either the total number 
of men or the number of special classes of 
operatives falls below the danger limit. 
Cases have nevertheless arisen where 
specific maintenance work of a vital nature 
cannot be undertaken because of the 
volume of less essential work being carried 
out in the district. In order to overcome 
this difficulty, it is proposed to put into 
operation the further arrangements set 
out below which have been drawa up by 
the Ministry of Works and the Ministry 
of Labour and National Service, in 
consultation with this Department and 
with representatives of the Metropolitan 
Boroughs Standing Joint Committee. 

3. The scheme provides that a special 
priority may in certain circumstances be 
assigned to (1) works of maintenance or 
repair which are the subject of a statu- 
tory notice issued by the Local Authority, 
either under the Housing or Public Health 
Acts, or (2) works that are otherwise 
authorised by the Local Authority as 
essential to avoid danger to health or 
grave deterioration of structures. This 
priority will be categorised as W.B.L. I 
am to explain that W.B.L. is not a 
priority for obtaining labour from the 
Employment Exchange. The purpose of 
the priority is to ensure that the labour 
force retained, as indicated in paragraph 2 
above, is employed to the fullest prac- 
ticable extent on maintenance work of a 
vital nature by giving an additional pro- 
tection against the transfer to other 
employment of men who are actually 
employed on such work, providing that 
such labour is appropriate to this class 
of work. If the Ministry of Works are 
satisfied that a particular contractor has 
on hand work of this character beyond his 
existing labour capacity, they may recom- 
mend to the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service that he should have first 
consideration for any local immobile 
labour that may become available. The 
transfer of men from one employer to 
another is not, however, envisaged under 
this scheme. 

4. Procedure will be as follows :— 

Where a property owner, on receipt of a 
statutory notice, is unable to find a con- 
tractor having labour available to under- 
take the work he may ask the Local 
Authority to make application for W.B.L. 
priority and, where required, for the 
nomination of a contractor. Similarly, 
where a Local Authority, having decided 
to undertake such work itself, is unable 
to find a contractor having labour avail- 
able or considers it desirable to apply for 
the protection of the priority for its direct 
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labour, it may apply for W.B.L. priority 
and, where nl ct | for the nomination 
of a contractor. Where a number of very 
small jobs are concerned it may be prefer- 
able to make simultaneous applications in 
respect of all jobs. 

Application for W.B.L. priority or, 
where necessary, for the nomination of a 
contractor will be made by the Local 
Authority to the Assistant Director of 
Emergency Works of the Ministry of 
Works and should be supported by a copy 
of the statutory notice or notices in ques- 
tion, or, in a case where no statutory 
notice bas been served, by a letter giving 
the address of the premises and a briei 
statement of the work, and a statement 
that it is work falling under category (2) 
in paragraph 3 above. In either case 
there should be a statement by the Local 
Authority that a contractor cannot be 
found to carry out the work without 
W.B.L. priority. 

5. In so far as the Local Authority are 
at present in a position to carry out 
ordinary maintenance work by direct 
labour, there is no necessity to have 
recourse to the above scheme for this work. 
Similar considerations apply to bodies 
such as Housing Associations who have 
their own employees. 

6. It is hoped that the scheme set out 
above will facilitate the execution of 
essential maintenance work, and _ the 
Minister is confident that he can rely on 
the Local Authority’s co-operation. What 
it is intended to provide is that if a Local 
Authority or owner desire to carry out 
essential maintenance work, then contrac- 
tors should be attracted to the work by 
the conferment of priority which would 
give the protection against transfer of

War Damage to Highways. 

The War Damage Commission has 
issued to Highway Authorities a circular 
(H.L.1) explaining the procedure to be 
adopted in connection with claims made 
by them in respect of making good war 
damage to highways and roads under a 
scheme made = the Treasury in accord- 
ance with Section 41 of the War Damage 
Act, 1941. The scheme does not app'y 
to highways and roads within the Lon- 
don Civil Defence Region, for which other 
arrangements are already in force. 


L.P.T.B. Building; Council’s Action. 

The London Passenger Transport Board 
has submitted to the Twickenham Town 
Council a plan of a building it was pro- 
posed to erect for the purposes of accom- 
modating gas-producer plant. The build- 
ing would be on land zoned as a residential 
area at a density of 12 houses to the acre. 
Certain trees thereon were scheduled to 
be preserved, and buildings exceeding 
40 ft. in height might not be erected with- 
out the Corporation’s special consent. The 
Transport Board pointed out that the pro- 
posals were being carried out on land 
which was held by the Board for the pur- 
poses of their undertaking, and within the 
meaning of Section 41 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932, The Board 
claimed that the Corporation had no juris- 
diction in the matter, and submitted the 
plans for information only. The Town 
Clerk was instructed to draw the attention 
of the Minister of Health to the lack of 
control which the local authority had in 
respect to development by utility under- 
takers, to suggest that the present position 
was an anomalous one and to submit the 
matter to the Borough of Richmond, for 
information.

THE GROUPING SCHEME 


FEDERATION OF MASTER BUILDERS’ 
QUESTIONS TO M.O.W. 


The Federation of Master Builders has 
issued the following memorandum on the 
subject of the grouping of the medium and 
smaller builder :— 

Further to the memorandum issued by 
your Council on this subject in April, 
other facts have now come to light which 
necessitate reconsideration of the infor- 
mation already given. In a final effort to 
endeavour to clarify the position as it 
exists, a delegation of your Grouping 
Committee . recently attended upon the 
Ministry of Works armed with direct 
questions which it was hoped would 
enable us to advise our members more 
specifically upon the subject. Unfortu- 
nately the reply to that delegation, which 
is published below, brings the present 
aspect of the matter in worse perspective 
than it was when we issued our previous 
memorandum.

C(b) House Repair Scheme. 


Sir,—I am directed to refer to the dis- 
cussion on Friday, the 7th instant, 
between representatives of your Federa- 
‘tion and Mr. D. F. Cox, the Deputy 
Director of Emergency Works and Re- 
covery, in regard to certain points of this 
scheme on which you required further 
information. 

Four points were made by your Presi- 
dent. They are set out hereunder, with 
the reply in each case. 

1. Js the scheme of grouping to be 
applied other than to C (6) houses? 

Grouping has received the approval of 
the Minister’s Advisory Council as an 
alternative to concentration, which they 
considered as not applicable to the build- 
ing industry. It is now being applied to 
the repair of C (b) houses and it is not 
intended, at present, to extend its applica- 
tion. Further extension would not be 
made without consultation with the 
industry. 

2. The present basis of payment to the co- 
operating contractor under the Minis- 
try of Works C (b) Contract is un- 
economic to the small builder. 

Full information as to the methods and 
principle by which the rate of remunera- 
tion had been fixed in consultation with 
the War Damage Commission were given 
you at the interview. Your views hava 
received consideration, but no alteration 
of the basis of payment can be contem- 
plated. Many contracts on this basis have 
already been signed, and are being signed, 
in different parts of the country. 

3. The scheme of grouping should not be 
applied unless warranted by the 
number of houses to be repaired. 

This is a principle already adopted, the 
case of each town or borough being con- 
sidered on its merits. 

4. Men from firms which do not volun- 
tarily join the pooling scheme (where 
in operation) will not be directed to 
the groups. 

No such undertaking can be given. It 
is essential that the requisite labour be 
found to do the repairs, and every oppor- 
tunity is being given to enable it to be 
found voluntarily under this scheme. If, 
however, it is. not forthcoming, the 
Government must decide upon such steps 
as it may consider necessary to ensure 
the performance of the work in the re- 
quired time, and it is clear that direction 
‘of local labour to existing groups or 


’ 


appointed contractors may have to be con- 
sidered, although the Minister hopes such 
action will prove unnecessary. I would 
remind you that the Minister of Labour 
and National Service has powers to 
enable him to direct any person to work of 
national importance for the war effort. 

I must again emphasise the urgency of 
proceeding with this work, and my 
Minister has heard with regret that your 
Federation has recently circularised its 
members with advice not to participate in 
this scheme unless the terms of remunera- 
tion are increased. The decision regard- 
ing the terms of: the Contract cannot be 
reviewed.

Consequently, continues the memo- 
randum, the matter has been considered 
by your full Council from every angle, and 
it has reluctantly come to the conclusion 
that it cannot advise any of our members 
under any circumstances to support group- 
ing under the present contract, and the 
following: resolution” was passed: ‘‘ That 
in view of the report of the delegation 
which attended upon the Ministry of 
Works on May 7 and the substance of the 
reply contained in their letter of May 14, 
1943, this Federation resolve to oppose the 
present scheme of grouping both during 
the war and in the post-war period.” 

In order that members can appreciate 
the position, we must make one or two 
observations. on this letter. Dealing with 
Item 1, it will be noted it states “‘it is 
not intended, at present, to extend its 
application.’”’ It will also be noted that 
for the first. time we are told that grouping 
has been introduced as an alternative to 
concentration. It would therefore appear 
obvious that the application of this con- 
tract will extend to greater lengths than 
C (b) houses. 

On Item 2, we are told ‘‘ Many con- 
tracts on this basis have already been 
signed, and are being signed, in different 
parts of the country.” ~Who are signing 
the contracts? There is one firm signing 
the contract—the, leading contractor—and
